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SELECTMENS  MESSAGE 


This  year  started  with  very  positive  action  on  our  recormiendat ions  at 
the  annual  Town  Meeting.  As  we  are  only  managers  of  your  town  government,  we 
can  only  do  as  you  direct  us  at  Town  Meeting,  We  make   suggestions  in  the 
warrant  and  you  either  accept,  alter,  or  negate  them. 

We  would  lil<e  to  corrmend  the  School  Board  for  their  effort  on  the 
expansion  program  at  the  school.   The  project  will  not  be  ready  for  this  years 
Town  Meeting  but  is  moving  along  very  well. 

The  Highway  Department  placed  the  crushed  gravel  on  Black  Brook  Road 
and  it  is  now  ready  for  paving.   The  bridge  project  on  Grapevine  Road  is  in 
the  engineering  stage  and,  hopefully,  we  will  get  this  done  this  year.  The 
Town  Highway  specifications  have  been  reviewed  and  updated. 

Solid  Waste  and  our  transfer  station  are  still  problems.   This  year  we 
will  begin  transporting  our  waste  to  the  plant  in  Penacook  instead  of  burying 
it  in  Concord.  As  a  result,  we  are  very  uncertain  of  our  expense  estimate. 
Another  expense  will  be  the  cost  of  capping  the  Concord  Landfill.  Our  share 
will  be  $50,000. 

This  summer  four  drums  of  hazardous  waste  were  discovered  in  the  Town 
Forest.   These  were  removed  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $4,000.  This  was  paid  for 
by  the  Town  and  we  were  reimbursed  by  the  Town  Forest  Committee.  This  illegal 
dumping  is  under  investigation  by  the  State  Police  and  if  anyone  has  any 
knowledge  pertaining  of  this  or  any  other  illegal  dumping,  please  contact  the 
Dunbarton  Police. 

The  Town  has  joined  the  New  Hampshire  Resource  Recovery  group  and  will 
be  moving  into  a  recycling  area.   Two  volunteers  came  in  to  the  office  to 
discuss  this  and  we  appointed  them  to  the  Solid  Waste  Sub-Committee  for 
Recycling,   Let's  work  with  them  to  save  us  money. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  very  active  this  year  handling  more 
than  twice  as  many  calls  as  last  year. 

The  Fire  Department  has  put  the  new  tanker  into  service.  They  also 
purchased  the  defibulator  and  put  this  in  service.   Your  donations  were  very 
much  appreciated.   This  year  they  are  requesting  an  addition  to  the  Fire 
Station  to  eliminate  overcrowding.   This  will  need  your  support. 

The  Town  purchased  a  tract  of  land  from  the  Al  Vaal  family  for  an 
addition  to  the  Center  Cemetery.  This  was  done  at  an  extremely  low  price  and 
we  thank  them. 

The  Town  entered  into  a  contract  for  Cable  TV  to  be  installed  within 
twelve  months. 


SELECTMEN'S  MESSAGE 


The  Selectmen  have  perambulated  the  Town  bounds  with  Goffstown, 
Hooksett  and  Hopkinton.  We  are  still  waiting  on  Bow  and  Weare. 

It  was  brought  to  our  attention  by  the  Tax  Collector  in  late  December 
that  the  compensation  to  the  tax  collector  in  comparison  to  other  towns  was 
excessive  and  requested  a  review.   After  conducting  a  review,  the  decision  was 
made  to  recommend  that  the  tax  collector's  position  be  salaried  and  we  are 
presenting  an  article  in  the  warrant  this  year  for  this  purpose. 

Last  but  not  least,  we  again  express  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  serve 
the  Town.   This  includes  all  Boards,  Committees  and  Commission  members. 
Department  Heads  and  the  people  that  make  them  look  good  and  an  extremely 
capable  Selectmen's  secretary.

The  motion  to  waive  the  reading  of  Article  31  passed,   Michael  Chicoine 
made  the  motion  that  the  article  be  moved  as  printed.   This  passed. 

"That  the  town  vote  to  adopt  a  Penalty  Clause.   Whereas,  the  Town  of 
Dunbarton  adopted  the  BOCA  Basic  Building  Code,  as  amended  as  established  by 
the  Building  Officials  and  Code  Administrators  International,  Inc.,  by 
reference,  at  its  annual  town  meeting  on  March  8,  1988;  and  whereas,  RSA 
674:52  authorizes  the  town  to  adopt  a  building  code  by  reference,  except  for 
penalty  clauses;  and  whereas,  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  is  in  need  of  a  specific 
penalty  clause  as  part  of  its  building  code.   Therefore,  the  following  penalty 
clause  is  proposed  and  should  be  adopted  as  Section  118.2  of  the  Town  of 
Dunbarton' s  Building  Code: 

S118.2  Unlawful  Continuance: 

Any  person  who  shall  continue  any  work  in  or  about  the 
structure  after  having  been  served  with  a  stop  work  order, 
except  such  work  as  that  person  is  directed  to  perform  to 
remove  a  violation  or  unsafe  conditions,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fine  of  no  less  than  $50.00  per  day  or  rrore  than  $100.00  per 
day  of  any  work  continued  after  having  been  served  with  a  stop 
work  order.   This  penalty  provision  is  in  addition  to  any 
other  penalty  provisions  which  may  apply  under  local,  state 
or  federal  rules,  regulations  or  procedures. 

ARTICLE  XXXII. 

The  motion  by  John  Swindlehurst  to  move  the  article  as  printed  passed. 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  (the  "Town")  has  determined  that  it  is  in  the 
best  interest  of  its  citizens  to  provide  for  the  disposal  of  solid  waste 
through  a  centralized  solid  waste,  refuse-to-energy  facility;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  has  entered  into  an  Agreement  for  Formation  of  the  Concord 
Regional  Solid  Waste/Resource  Recovery  Cooperative,  amended  and  restated  on 
December  10,  1987  (the  "Cooperative  Agreement")  pursuant  to  N.  H.  RSA  Chapters 
53A  and  292,  Chapter  114  of  the  1985  New  Hampshire  Session  Laws  and  Chapter 
139  of  the  1986  New  Hampshire  Session  Laws,  for  the  purpose  of  jointly 
exercising  with  the  other  Cooperative  members  their  power  and  authority  for 
the  disposal  of  solid  waste;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Service  Contract  between  the  Cooperative 
and  SES  Concord  Company,  L.  P.  (the  "Company"),  dated  December  2,  1985  and 
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amended  August  18,  1987  (the  "Service  Contract")  the  Cooperative  is  required 
to  deliver  minimum  quantities  of  Acceptable  Waste  (as  defined  herein)  to  a 
refuse-to-energy  facility  to  be  constructed  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire  by  the 
Company  (the  "Waste  Plant");  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement  the  Town  is 
required  to  deliver  minimum  quantities  of  Acceptable  Waste  to  the  Waste  Plant; 
and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  public  health,  safety  and 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  the  Town  to  exercise  its  authority  to 
control  the  collection,  transportation  and  disposal  of  solid  waste  generated 
within  its  borders  to  ensure  the  delivery  of  minimum  quantities  of  Acceptable 
Waste  to  the  Waste  Plant. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  in  N.H.  RSA  Chapters  149- 
M:13,  ia9-M:21  and  31s39,  the  Town  adopts  the  following  ordinance,  to  be  known 
as  the  Town  of  Dunbar ton.  New  Hampshire,  Solid  Waste  Flow  Control  Ordinance: 

Section  I  -  npf  init  inns; 

Acceptable  Waste  means  (a)  household  garbage,  trash,  rubbish  and  refuse, 
originating  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Town,  normally  collected  or  disposed 
of,  or  caused  to  be  collected  or  disposed  of,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Cooperative  or  its  members,  as  a  result  of  residential  picl<ups  or  deliveries; 
and  (b)  such  types  of  agricultural,  comnercial  and  light  industrial  waste 
originating  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Town  as  are  normally  collected  or 
disposed  of  or  caused  to  be  collected  or  disposed  of  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  but  excluding  Hazardous  Waste  and  Unacceptable  Waste. 

Facility  means  the  transfer  station  or  other  sites  as  areas  designated  by 
the  selectmen  within  or  outside  the  borders  of  the  Town  for  the  delivery  or 
disposal  of  Acceptable  Waste  collected  within  the  borders  of  the  Town  pursuant 
to  this  Ordinance. 

Hazardous  Waste  means  (a)  waste  containing  explosive,  toxic  or 
pathological  substances;  (b)  waste  defined  or  classified  as  hazardous  waste  at 
any  time  under  the  Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act,  as  amended  (42  USC 
Sections  6901,  et  seq.),  N.H.  RSA  147A  as  amended,  or  any  other  applicable 
federal,  state  or  local  law,  or  any  regulation  thereunder,  or  waste  defined  by 
any  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  law.  or  any  regulations  thereunder  as 
low  level  or  high  level  radioactive  waste;  (c)  waste  prohibited  for 
incineration  by  any  local,  state  or  federal  agency  with  jurisdiction  over  the 
Waste  Plant  because  of  its  toxic  nature;  (d)  waste  (other  than  Acceptable 
Waste  of  the  character  referred  to  in  clause  (a)  of  the  definition  of 
"Acceptable  Waste")  the  processing  of  which  would  result  in  Hazardous  Waste 
under  (a),  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  definition;  or  (e)  containers  which  hold  or 
which  previously  have  held  waste  described  under  (a),  (b)  or  (c)  above.   If 
any  governmental  entity  having  jurisdiction  shall  determine  that  any 
substances  which  are  not,  as  of  the  date  of  this  Ordinance,  considered  harmful 
or  of  a  toxic  nature  or  dangerous,  are  harmful,  toxic  or  dangerous,  such 
substances  shall  thereafter  be  deemed  Hazardous  Waste. 
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Person  means  any  natural  person,  partnership,  corporation,  association  or 
other  legal  entity. 

Solid  Waste  shall  have  the  meaning  prescribed  by  the  Division  of  Solid 
Waste  Management  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  as 
set  forth  in  N.H.  Admin.  Rules,  He-P  1901.2. 

Unacceptable  Waste  means  (a)  pathological  and  biological  waste,  oil 
sludge,  cesspool  or  other  human  waste,  human  remains,  street  sweepings,  large 
items  of  machinery  and  equipment  such  as  automobile  and  vehicular  parts 
(except  tires),  trailers,  agricultural  equipment,  marine  vessels,  or  similar 
items,  farm  and  other  large  machinery,  wire  and  cable  from  industrial  sources, 
plastics  from  industrial  sources  in  excess  in  total  of  five  (5)  percent  of  the 
Town's  Waste  Plant  wasteload,  foundry  sands,  tree  stumps,  liquid  wastes  and 
slurries,  explosives  (including  arrmunition  and  firearms),  radioactive 
materials;  (b)  any  item  of  waste  exceeding  six  feet  six  inches  in  any  one  of 
its  dimensions  or  being  in  whole  or  in  part  a  solid  mass,  the  solid  portion  of 
which  has  dimensions  such  that  a  sphere  with  a  diameter  of  eight  (8)  inches 
could  be  contained  within  such  solid  portion;  (c)  animal  remains,  dirt, 
concrete  and  other  non-burnable  construction  material  and  demolition  debris; 
and  chemicals  from  industrial  and  cornnercial  sources  such  as  cleaning  fluids, 
petroleum  products,  paints,  acids,  caustics,  pesticides,  insecticides, 
poisons,  drugs  or  other  materials  the  processing  of  which  the  Company 
reasonably  believes  would  pose  a  threat  to  health  or  safety  or  the  processing 
of  which  may  cause  damage  to  the  Waste  Plant;  (d)  any  waste  which,  if 
processed,  would  violate  or  cause  the  violation  of  any  judicial  decision, 
order  or  action  of  any  federal,  state,  or  local  government  or  any  agency 
thereof  or  applicable  law;  and  (e)  Hazardous  Waste. 

Section  II  -  Regulated  Activity 

(a)  All  Acceptable  Waste  originating  or  collected  within  the  municipal 
boundaries  of  the  Town  shall  be  delivered  to  and  deposited  for  disposal  at  the 
Waste  Plant  or  the  Facility  as  designated  by  the  selectmen, 

(b)  No  Person  shall  deliver  or  cause  the  delivery  of  any  Solid  Waste 
originating  outside  the  municipal  boundaries  of  the  Town  to  the  Facility 
without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Town.   No  Person  shall  deliver  or 
cause  the  delivery  of  any  Unacceptable  Waste  or  Hazardous  Waste  to  the  Waste 
Plant  or  the  Facility.   No  Person  shall  cause  or  allow  Solid  Waste  originating 
outside  the  Town  which  is  delivered  to  the  Waste  Plant  by  such  Person  to  be 
credited  against  the  quantity  of  Acceptable  Waste  received  or  accepted  at  the 
Waste  Plant  for  the  account  of  the  Town.  Any  Person  delivering  Solid  Waste 
originating  both  within  and  outside  the  municipal  boundaries  of  the  Town  to 
the  Waste  Plant  shall  take  adequate  precautions  to  insure  such  waste  is 
credited  to  the  account  of  the  appropriate  party.   No  Person  shall  deliver  or 
cause  the  delivery  of  Acceptable  Waste  to  the  Waste  Plant  in  any  vehicle  with 
a  gross  vehicle  weight  of  less  than  27,500  pounds. 

Section  III 
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(a)  No  Person  shall  collect,  transport  or  deliver  Solid  Waste  originating 
within  the  Town  without  obtaining  a  license  from  the  selectmen,  except  that  a 
Person  that  collects,  transports  or  delivers  Solid  Waste  exclusively  in  a 
vehicle  or  vehicles  with  a  gross  vehicle  weight  of  less  than  12.000  pounds 
shall  not  be  required  by  this  section  to  obtain  such  a  license, 

(b)  Any  Person  required  by  this  Ordinance  to  obtain  a  license  shall  make 
application  to  the  selectmen,  providing  the  information  required.   Each 
application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  nonrefundable  application  fee  of 
$100,00. 

(c)  The  application  shall  contain  all  information  required  by  the 
selectmen,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  description  of  the  activities 
engaged  in,  e,g,  collection,  transportation  or  delivery  of  Acceptable  Waste; 
type  and  amount  of  waste  handled;  a  description  of  the  facilities  operated  and 
used;  and  an  equipment  inventory,  including  a  description  of  the  mal<e,  model 
and  year  of  each  vehicle  used  for  the  collection  or  transportation  of  solid 
waste.   Licenses  shall  be  renewed  annually  and  all  information  provided  in  the 
initial  application  shall  be  revised  upon  application  for  license  renewal.   If 
the  selectmen  shall  determine  the  application  is  incomplete,  they  shall  notify 
the  applicant  in  writing  of  the  specific  information  necessary  to  complete  it. 
The  selectmen  shall  be  informed  irrmediately  in  writing  of  any  changes  in  or 
additions  to  equipment  including  vehicles, 

(d)  Licenses  issued  hereunder  shall  not  be  transferrable. 

(e)  All  licenses  shall  expire  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  unless 
otherwise  stated  on  the  license  or  revol<ed  or  suspended  sooner  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

(f)  The  annual  license  fee  shall  be  $100.00  for  each  applicant  licensed. 
In  the  event  the  selectmen  deny  a  license  application,  they  shall  notify  the 
applicant  in  writing  and  shall  state  the  reasons  for  the  denial.   Upon  such 
notice,  the  applicant  may  request  a  hearing  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
in  Sect  ion  VI. 

Section  IV  -  Suspension  and  Revocation 

(a)  Any  license  issued  under  this  Ordinance  may  be  suspended  or  revolted 
by  order  of  the  selectmen  after  the  selectmen  shall  have  notified  the  licensee 
in  writing  of  the  intent  to  suspend  or  revoke,  the  reasons  therefore  and  the 
licensee  has  had  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  in  Section  VI. 

<b)  A  license  may  be  suspended  or  revoked  for  the  following  causes:  (i) 
violation  of  this  ordinance;  <ii)  violation  of  any  provision  of  any  state  or 
local  law,  ordinance,  code  or  regulation  relating  to  this  ordinance,  including 
but  not  limited  to  N.H.  RSA  149-M  or  any  environmental  law;  <iii)  violation  of 
any  license  condition  or  (iv)  falsehoods,  misrepresentations  or  omissions  in 
the  license  application. 

Section  V.  -  Hear  i nqs 
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Any  Person  denied  a  license  or  whose  license  is  proposed  to  be  suspended 
or  revoked  pursuant  to  Section  IV  sinall  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  before  the 
selectmen,  if  such  request  is  made  in  writing  within  20  days  of  the  licensee's 
receipt  of  the  notice  of  denial  or  proposed  suspension  or  revocation. 

(b)  A  hearing  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  shall  be  held  within  30  days 
after  receipt  by  the  selectmen  of  the  written  request  for  a  hearing. 

(c)  The  licensee  or  applicant  shall  be  notified  in  writing  as  to  the  time 
and  place  of  the  hearing  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the  hearing  date.  The 
applicant  or  licensee  has  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel  to  offer 
evidence  and  to  cross  examine  witnesses. 

(d)  A  determination  shall  be  made  by  the  selectmen  within  20  days  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  a  notice  of  the  decision  shall  be  served  upon 
the  applicant  or  licensee  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested. 

<e)  A  final  determination  relative  to  the  denial,  suspension  or 
revocation  of  a  license  and  the  period  of  suspension  or  revocation  shall  take 
effect  as  provided  in  the  notice  but  no  later  than  10  days  after  the  date 
notice  of  such  final  determination  has  been  mailed  by  certified  mail,  return 
receipt  requested  to  the  licensee  or  applicant.   Such  final  determination 
shall  be  conclusive.   Notice  of  the  final  determination  shall  set  forth  the 
reasons  for  the  denial,  suspension  or  revocation  and  the  effective  dates 
thereof,  together  with  a  statement  that  such  decision  may  be  appealed  as 
provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

(f)  Any  claim  arising  out  of  or  relating  to  a  final  determination  shall 
be  reviewable  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Section  VI  -  Administration 

This  Ordinance  shall  be  administered  by  the  selectmen,  whose  powers  and 
duties  are  as  follows^   (a)  to  adopt  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as 
needed  to  enforce  this  Ordinance  including  without  limitation,  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  delivery  of  Acceptable  Waste  to  the  Waste  Plant  or 
the  Facility;  (b)  to  consider  all  license  applications  and  to  grant  or  deny 
each  application  within  60  days  after  receipt  of  a  completed  application  at 
the  Town  offices  or  within  such  other  time  as  the  selectmen  and  the  applicant 
shall  agree  is  reasonable;  (c>  to  review  any  alleged  violations  of  this 
Ordinance,  and  to  impose  appropriate  penalties  therefore  after  notice  and 
hearing  as  required  by  this  Ordinance;  and  <d)  to  institute  necessary 
proceedings  either  legal  or  equitable  to  enforce  this  Ordinance. 

Section  VII  -  Enforcement  and  Penalties 

(a)  Any  Person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  violation  for  each  such  violation. 

(b)  Any  Person  who  violates  this  Ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine, 
payable  to  the  Town,  of  not  more  than  $1,000.00  for  each  such  violation. 
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Section  VIII  -  Conflict  and  Severability 

(a)  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  supersede  all  other  local 
laws,  ordinances,  resolutions,  rules  or  regulations  contrary  hereto  or  in 
conflict  herewith. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  severable  and  if  any 
phrase,  clause  or  sentance  or  provision  or  the  application  thereof  to  any 
person  or  circumstance  shall  be  held  invalid,  the  remainder  of  this  Ordinance 
and  the  application  thereof  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  IX  -  Amendment 

This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  ordinance 
of  the  Town,  subject  to  the  Town's  continuing  obligations  under  the 
Cooperative  Agreement  and  the  Cooperative's  obligations  under  the  Service 
Contract,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

Section  X  -  Effective  Date 

This  Ordinance  shall  become  effective  upon  adoption,  provided  however, 
that  Section  II  shall  become  effective  on  a  date  to  be  disignated  by  the 
Cooperative  in  a  written  notice  to  the  Town  certifying  that  the  Town's 
obligation  under  the  Cooperative  Agreement  to  provide  Acceptable  Waste  to  the 
Waste  Plant  shall  commence  on  such  date.   Notice  and  publication  of  the  date 
on  which  Section  II  shall  become  effective  shall  be  made  by  the  Town  at  least 
30  days  prior  to  such  effective  date, 

ARTICLE  XXXIII. 

JR  Swindlehurst  presented  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department.   He  spoke 

about  the  new  rescue  vehicle  and  tanker  which  was  used  for  the  first  time  at 

the  fire  in  Bow  this  evening.   He  thanked  all  for  their  support  of  the  Fire

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CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 


The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  offer  three 
major  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Dunbarton:  Home  Care,  Hospice,  and 
Health  Promotion. 

Home  Care  Services  responds  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients  with 
acute  or  chronic  illnesses  that  require  skilled  professional  and 
paraprof ess ional  care  so  they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes. 
Emphasis  is  on  promoting  independence  and  maximum  functioning  of  the  patient 
within  the  least  restrictive  setting. 

Hospice  services  provide  professional  and  paraprof ess ional  services  to  the 
terminally  ill  patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to  enhance 
the  quality  of  the  patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  he/she  remain  at  home 
in  comfort  and  dignity.   Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  symptom  managenf>ent  and 
skilled  intervention  to  meet  the  patient's  special  physical  and  enrwt ional 
needs. 

Health  Promotion  services  focus  on  the  low  and  marginal  income  families  and 
individuals  to  prevent  illness  by  professional  assessment  and  screening  for 
health  risks  and  needs,  by  early  intervention  to  prevent,  eliminate,  or 
minimize  the  impact  of  illness  and/or  disability,  and  by  anticipatory  guidance 
and  health  teaching.   Services  rendered  in  the  clinic  setting  are:  child 
health,  family  planning,  sexually  transmitted  disease,  adult  screening, 
immunizations,  and  HIV  testing  and  counseling.   Home  visits  are  made  in  crisis 
situations  or  when  needed  health  care  cannot  be  given  in  the  clinic.   Senior 
Health  services  are  provided  at  congregate  housing  sites.   Professional  and 
paraprof ess ional  hourly  home  services  are  provided  on  a  private  fee-for- 
service  basis.   Emphasis  is  on  promoting  healthy  children,  families,  and 
individuals  through  early  intervention  and  health  teaching. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  home  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Dunbarton  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility, 
pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.   All  requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  home 
care  will  only  be  provided  with  a  physician's  order. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Association  (22^1-^093)  between  the 
hours  of  8:00am  -  ^:00pm  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  start 
services  or  make  inquiries.   A  Hospice  nurse  is  on  call  4:00pm  -  8:00am  daily. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.   Fees  are 
scaled  for  that  person  without  a  health  plan  who  is  unable  to  pay  the  full 
charge.   However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  required  a  financial 
statement  be  completed  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person.   Town  monies 
subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  collectible. 

This  Agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare/Medica i d  Provider,  licensed  by  the 
State  of  NH  and  is  a  member  agency  of  the  United  Way  of  Merrimack  County.

2.  After  an  extensive  search,  a  library  assistant  was  found.  We  are  very 
pleased  that  Nancy  Lang  of  Dunbarton  Center  has  accepted  the  position. 
Nancy  brings  a  background  in  preschool  and  elementary  education,  plus  a 
strong  affinity  for  children  to  the  library.  We  invite  you  all  to  come  to 
the  library  and  meet  Nancy  Lang  and  encourage  you  to  bring  the  children  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  library's  facilities. 

3.  We  are  also  pleased  to  announce  the  expanded  library  hours.   Beginning  in 
January  1989,  the  Library  winter  hours  will  be:

Tuesday  2:00  pm  to  8:00  pm 

Wednesday  9:00  am  to  12:00  noon

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TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 


Participation  in  the  Open  Space  Tasl<  Force  has  engaged  most  of  the 
available  time  and  effort  of  the  Cormittee  Members.   The  Town  Forest  Conmittee 
has  been  one  of  the  main  components  of  the  Ta5l<  Force  and  our  members  have 
volunteered  their  services  toward  the  proposed  ownership  pattern  through 
considerable  field  work  on  boundaries  and  corner  location  and  negotiations 
with  landowners,  surveyors  and  appraisers. 

The  extent  of  the  resulting  project,  totaling  540  acres  more  or  less, 
is  evident  in  the  statement  from  the  Task  Force  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report. 
Members  of  this  Committee  have  been  active  in  organizing  and  leading  field 
trips  to  the  various  parcels  to  be  acquired.   Three  field  trips  have  taken 
place,  totaling  35  or  HO   hikers  of  all  ages  from  the  town. 

With  the  adjacent  Town  Forests  of  about  266  acres  the  total  will 
become  about  800  acres.  The  parcels  will  form  a  continuous  block  along  the 
southwestern  boundary  of  Dunbarton,   It  is  anticipated  that  the  townspeople 
will  take  a  heightened  interest  in  this  new  town  property  flanking  the  west 
shore  of  Gorham  Pond. 

Neither  part  of  the  Committee's  hope  for  additions  to  the  Town  Forest 
system  expressed  in  the  1987  Report  has  been  realized  during  the  past  year. 
We  had  the  assistance  of  the  executive  director  of  the  Land  Conservation 
Investment  Program  who  offered  to  approach  the  Corps  of  Engineers  on  the 
Town's  behalf.   His  efforts  produced  the  same  result  previously  bestowed 
directly  upon  our  committee. 

With  no  further  gravel  removal  in  1988  from  the  50/50  Lot.  emphasis 
shifted  to  a  number  of  piles  of  rough  gravel  on  the  edges  of  the  pit  on  the 
Charles  Little  Memorial  Forest.  With  a  portable  crusher  these  piles  produced 
a  considerable  quantity  for  town  road  construction,  concentrated  on  one 
section  of  road.   Removal  from  the  pit  on  the  Charles  Little  Lot  is  now 
substantially  complete. 

The  process  of  snroothing  and  cleaning  the  Winslow  Sand  Pit  is  well 
underway.  A  substantial  effort  to  remove  trees,  stumps  and  topsoil  from  the 
upper  perimeter  of  the  pit  is  being  continued.   Location  of  a  control  gate 
where  the  road  to  the  pit  leaves  the  Ray  Road  has  been  planned  but  not 
attai  ned.

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DUMBARTON  PLANNING  BOARD  —  1988 


The  Planning  Board  held  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  third 
Wednesday  of  each  month. 

During  1988  the  Board  received  fifteen  (15)  applications  for 
subdivisions:   two  of  these  with  new  roads.  Two  of  these  applications 
involved  annexations  and  three  applications  were  just  annexations.   The  Board 
was  asked  for  fourteen  (14)  recommendations  for  site  suitability  from  the 
Z.B.A.  One  application  for  subdivision  was  denied  and  there  were  no 
applications  pending  at  year's  end.  One  special  Public  Hearing  was  held  on 
February  4,  1988  for  proposed  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinances. 

Twenty-five  (25)  new  building  lots  were  created  by  the  actions  taken 
above.   However,  5  lots  were  eliminated  by  annexations.   Phase  I  of  the  Par 
Four  Development  was  approved  which  allows  the  developers  to  proceed  with  the 
first  twenty-seven  (27)  units  and  the  new  access  road.   There  are  four  more 
phases  to  go  and  nothing  further  can  be  acted  on  until  they  are  presented  for 
Planning  Board  review  and  approval. 

Fire  pond  and  roadway  specifications  were  both  updated  in  1988.  The 
Board  still  needs  to  formally  put  in  place  the  Site  Plan  Review  regulations 
for  commercial  properties  that  were  voted  on  in  1988.  The  Board  would  like  to 
do  this  along  with  an  update  to  our  subdivision  regulations  and  the  Master 
Plan.   Because  this  is  technically  and  legally  a  very  demanding  job,  we  have 
selected  a  consultant  to  do  the  majority  of  this  work.   RKG  Associates  of 
Durham  has  been  chosen.  The  cost  is  $24,000  and  will  take  about  one  year  to 
complete.  A  warrant  article  will  be  presented  for  your  consideration  of  this 
expenditure  at  Town  Meeting.

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DUMBARTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


One  major  activity  of  the  Coamission  last  year  was  participation  in  the 
Open  Space  Task  Force.   The  other  was  wetlands  inspections,  several  of  which 
involved  violations.   Some  landowners  are  apparently  unaware  of  the  state  laws 
protecting  wetlands. 

Application  forms  for  wetlands  alterations  must  be  obtained  from  the  N.  H. 
Wetlands  Board  to  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  who  forwards  copies  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  Planning  Board.   The 
applicant  then  files  with  the  N.  H.  Wetlands  Board.   These  alterations  include 
dredging  or  filling  in  any  degree,  installation  of  culverts,  alterations  of 
stream  flow,  stream  crossings,  etc.   The  Commission  is  required  by  statute  to 
inspect  the  proposed  activity  and  file  recommendations  with  the  Wetlands 
Board.  More  than  20  such  inspections  were  made  during  1988,  at  times  with  a 
staff  member  of  the  Board. 

The  Conservation  Commission  herewith  reminds  landowners  of  recent 
tightening  and  enforcement  of  regulations  by  the  state.   If  there  are  any 
questions  about  proposed  activities,  a  phone  call  to  the  Wetlands  Board  is 
strongly  recommended:   271-3406. 

A  goal  of  the  Commission  since  1972  has  been  implementation  of  the  Open 
Space  Plan  which  was  completed  that  year.   The  protection  of  the  lands  in  the 
Kuncanowet  area,  which  has  been  the  work  of  the  Open  Space  Task  Force,  is  a 
major  step  in  this  implementation.   The  establishment  of  this  forest  and 
conservation  area  will  enhance  the  quality  of  life  in  Dunbarton  for  many  years 
to  come. 

The  Commission  also  met  with  two  landowners  to  discuss  conservation 
easements  on  portions  of  their  properties. 

As  in  recent  years  the  Corrmi ss ion  again  sponsored  participation  in  a 
regional  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  and  once  again  tuition,  with 
help  from  the  Garden  Club,  was  paid  for  a  local  teenager  to  attend 
Conservation  Camp. 

Meetings  of  the  Commission  are  held  monthly  on  the  second  Wednesday  at 
7:30  pm  in  the  Town  Offices  and  are  open  to  the  public.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OPEN  SPACE  TASK  FORCE 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Open  Space  Task  Force  was  held  in  April,  1988,   It 
was  composed  of  townspeople  who  had  indicated  interest  in  helping  to  inventory 
and  plan  for  protection  of  open  space,  and  it  included  members  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  and  Town  Forest  Committee  as  well.   Meetings  were  held 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  year,  and  many  enthusiastic  townspeople  took  part 
in  field  trips.   The  Task  Force  agreed  to  apply  in  the  name  of  the  Town  to  the 
State  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program  for  funds  to  purchase  land  in  the 
Kuncanowet  Hills  area.   The  application  received  preliminary  approval  in 
December. 

The  properties  to  be  managed  for  forestry,  wildlife  habitat  and  recreation, 
are  shown  on  the  map  on  the  cover  of  this  Town  Report.   The  Whitney  family  of 
Nashua  agreed  to  make  a  "bargain  sale"  of  190  acres  for  $207,000.   To  receive 
this  purchase  price  from  the  state  it  was  necessary  to  match  the  value,  and 
the  owners  of  adjacent  and  nearby  lots  to  the  north  offered  to  donate  these 
properties  to  the  Town.   During  the  winter  the  lots  are  being  surveyed  and 
appraised  to  confirm  the  Task  Force  estimates  of  the  values  of  the  properties 
proposed  for  purchase  and  for  match. 

The  Town  is,  and  will  be  far  into  the  future,  extremely  grateful  to  several 
Dunbarton  residents  who  made  generous  land  donations  to  the  Town.   These 
individuals  are  listed  below  with  approximate  acreages: 

John  and  Marguerite  Gravas  269  acres 

J.  Willcox  Brown  51  acres 

Frederic  Greenhalge  21  acres 

Forrest  and  Vera  Fogg  14  acres 

The  Whitney  property  to  be  purchased  is  largely  forested  and  contains  944 
feet  of  shore  front  on  Gorham  Pond.   The  Gravas  and  Brown  lots  contain  both 
high  ground  and  wetland,  and  the  Fogg  and  Greenhalge  pieces  are  entirely 
wetland,  forming  much  of  the  headwaters  of  Gorham  Pond. 

This  package  abuts  two  sections  of  Town  Forest  (see  map)  thus  making  the 
total  protected  area  approximately  800  acres.   It  will  protect  an  important 
corridor  and  extensive  habitat  for  resident  and  migrating  wildlife,  including 
deer,  bear,  bobcat,  beaver,  smaller  mammals,  birds,  reptiles  and  amphibians. 
With  a  right-of-way  from  Everett  Road  it  will  provide  for  passive  recreation, 
typically  hiking  and  cross-country  skiing,  on  both  ridge  and  valley  routes. 
The  management  cotrmittee,  which  the  Task  Force  hopes  will  be  established  at 
this  Town  Meeting,  plans  to  develop  a  system  of  trails  for  such  passive 
recreat  ion.

Another  change  involved  changes  with  the  Planned  Unit  Development  section  of 
the  Zoning  Ordinance.   Other  changes  concerned  definitions,  etc. 

In  considering  an  appeal,  the  Board  must  act  on  the  evidence  before  it  and 
make  its  decision.   In  making  its  decision,  the  Board  often  stipulates  certain 
restrictions,  which  the  appellant  must  adhere  to.   In  any  case  involving  a 
conflict  of  interest  with  a  Board  member,  the  Alternate  member  sits  with  the 
Board  of  Adjustment.   The  member  with  the  conflict  of  interest  is  excluded 
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from  all  deliberations  and  the  vote  on  the  decision.  The  Board  of  Adjustment 
must  act  within  the  limits  set  by  the  Dunbarton  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
enforcement  of  its  decision  rests  with  the  Selectmen.

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The  year  1988  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  fire  department,  although 
we've  had  13  calls  less  than  last  years  total  of  130.  All  members  have  been 
busy  volunteering  their  time  to  training  and  fundraising. 

During  1988  five  members  completed  a  State  Certified  Fire  Fighting 
course  and  three  members  completed  a  Nationally  Registered  Emergency  Medical 
Technician  course.   Five  members  advanced  themselves  in  a  course  to  certify 
them  in  Defibulation  which  gives  them  the  ability  to  bring  Advanced  Life 
Support  to  our  townspeople.   The  Rescue  Squad  purchased  the  monitor/de- 
fibulator  this  fall  by  raising  a  grand  total  of  $9,960.95  thanks  to  the 
support  of  our  town.   Also  in  1988,  we  took  delivery  of  a  new  2700  gallon 
tanker  which  has  been  a  great  asset.  With  it's  large  capacity  of  water,  it 
allows  us  to  respond  to  a  call  with  5700  gallons  of  water  in  our  first  four 
trucks  with  more  water  coming  in  on  mutual  aid  if  needed. 

In  the  past  year  the  department  started  a  committee  to  study  the  need 
for  an  addition  to  our  station.   The  present  station  was  built  for  a  total  of 
four  trucks  and  is  at  present  holding  six,  with  one  kept  in  a  private  barn  in 
town  until  brush  season  arrives.   The  committee  has  come  up  with  a  plan  that 
would  include  a  16  foot  bay  on  both  sides  of  the  present  building.   One  side 
would  be  a  drive  through  bay  and  the  other  would  be  half  the  length,  giving  us 
space  for  a  larger  meeting  and  training  area. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  men  and  women  who  volunteered  their  time 
to  the  fire  department.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  police  department,  the 
board  of  selectmen  and  everyone  who  has  assisted  in  our  efforts  this  past  year 
and  look  forward  to  continued  support  next  year.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  REPORT 
&  STATE  FOREST  RANGER  —  1988 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than 
normal.   The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires 
kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning. 
All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.   Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.   Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection 
Headquarters  at  (603)271-2217,  or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RSA 
224:54)  goes  into  effect.   This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in  the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest 
product,  uses  a  false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely  determining  any  quality  or 
quantity  of  a  forest  product.   For  more  information,  contact  one  of  the 
persons  mentioned  above.

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REPORT  OF  DUNBARTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  —  1988 


Again  1988  shows  a  big  increase  in  the  number  of  telephone  calls  and 
radio  transmissions  to  dispatch.   In  1987  we  had  1814  calls,  campared  to  2302 
for  1988.   Radio  transmissions  went  from  2583  to  4012  in  1988.   This  increase 
was  up  26.9%  for  phone  and  55%  for  radio. 

We  were  able  to  get  a  lot  of  use  out  of  the  1981  Buick  as  a  cruiser 
for  the  rest  of  1988.   This  saved  many  miles  on  the  new  Ford  ('88)  which  puts 
us  in  good  shape  going  into  1989. 

The  problem  still  exists  with  dogs  running  at  large,  although,  there 
were  less  complaints  in  1988. 

The  biggest  increase  this  year  was  in  traffic  control  and  day  and 
nighttime  patrol. 

Due  to  liability  on  the  town,  the  department  has  standardized  all  of 
its  fire  arms.   In  the  past,  each  officer  has  bought  his  own  hand  gun  and 
leather  goods.  We  have  put  on  order  a  new  .357  mag  with  new  leather  goods  for 
each  officer.   This  should  reduce  our  liability  and  also,  have  only  one 
standard  caliber  gun  as  a  duty  weapon. 

Many  thanks  to  the  State  Police,  Bow  Dispatch,  police  departments  of 
neighboring  towns,  Dunbarton  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  fellow  of f icers  and  all  citizens  for  their  support  in  1988.

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town 
of  Dunbarton  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987.   Our  examination 
was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and, 
accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other 
auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not 
include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to 
conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.   The  amount  that  should 
be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group 
of  Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  at  December  31,  1987, 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year.

Les  also 
thanked  Marlene  and  Jeff  Taylor  for  the  use  of  the  Country  Club. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Peter  Hecker  and  seconded,  that  we  waive  the 
readi.ng  of  the  Articles  in  the  Warrant.  Motion  passed. 

T^eslie  G.  Hammond  then  read  the  Warrant,  item  by  item. 

ARTICLE  1.  A  Motion  was  made  by  Steve  Jones,  and  seconded,  that  the 
District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Million  Three  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,300,000.00)  for  the  construction  of  additions  to  the  Elementary 
School  and  for  the  payment  of  furnishings,  equipment,  architectural  and 
other  fees,  site  development  and  related  incidental  and  necessary  costs  for 
such  construction  pursuant  to  plans  and  specifications  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  School  Board,  copies  of  which  shall  be  on  file  with  the  School 
Administrative  Unit  No.  19  Office  in  Goffstown,  New  Hampshire  and  to  raise 
such  sum  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the  District  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  New  Haitpshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  the 
form  and  terms  of  said  bonds  or  notes  including  the  time  and  place  for  the 
payment  of  interest,  the  rate  of  interest,  and  provisions  for  the  sale  of 
said  bonds  or  notes  and  all  other  matters  in  connection  therewith  to  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  School  Board,  and  further,  to  specifically 
appropriate  to  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  said  construction  any  interest 
which  may  be  oamai  on  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  or  notes  or  any 
premium  therefrom. 

Steve  Jones  introduced  the  chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  Mert 
Mann.  Mert  introduced  the  first  part  of  the  presentation  which  was  done  by 
Gail  Agans.  Elaborating  on  the  facts  that  everyone  needed  the  space  (the 
Library,  the  Town  Selectmen,  and  the  School),  she  discussed  the  way  in  which 
the  M  Hoc  Committee  was  formed.  Gail  discussed  on  how  the  Committee  was 
formed  with  people  from  all  over  the  town.  They  discussed  everything  from 
the  space  needs  for  the  school  to  the  space  needs  for  the  tcwn. 
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The  Building  Committee  hired  an  architect  and  came  up  with  the 
proposal   before  the  town  tonight. 

Martha  Hammond  was  then  introduced.  She  elaborated  on  the  space  needs 
of  the  school  with  a  visual  display.  In  1971  the  school  program  was  very 
sirtple  with  only  eight  staff  members.  We  have  enforced  all  the  new  rules 
and  regulations  put  forth  by  the  State.  In  1976  a  nutritious  meal  program 
was  added  to  the  school  program  as  required  by  the  State.  In  1982,  the 
school  board  budgeted  and  hired  a  part-time  physical  education  teacher. 
Special  articles  were  presented  for  the  warrant  in  1984  to  hire  a  part-time 
librarian,  in  1985  to  hire  a  part-time  guidance  counselor,  in  1986  to  hire  a 
part-time  art  teacher  and  a  full-time  teacher's  aide.  Additional  personnel 
in  the  last  several  years  included  a  Chapter  1  person  through  a  federal 
grant  and  a  speech  and  language  therapist  as  required  by  federal  law.  In 
addition,  a  formal  school  volunteer  program  was  initiated.  In  1975  the 
School  Board  budgeted  and  hired  a  secretary  and  budgeted  for  the  principal 
to  spend  half  his  time  in  the  office.  There  are  now  12  computers  in  the 
building.  Installed  was  a  water  filtering  unit  which  took  away  fron  seme 
storage  space.  The  carpeting  is  15  years  old  and  it  has  been  stretched  four 
times  in  an  attempt  to  try  and  get  rid  of  the  wrinkles  and  have  repaired  the 
tears  and  it  is  loaded  with  mold  and  bacteria.  She  also  elaborated  on  the 
fact  that  the  trend  in  student  enrollment   is  unpredictable. 

Then  Bill  Nichols,  Selectman,  was  introduced.  He  discussed  the  needs 
of  the  Town.  It  was  indicated  by  last  year's  School  District  and  Town 
Meetings  that  the  townspeople  wanted  an  approach  which  would  respond  to  a 
broader  range  of  needs.  The  Town  Hall  is  not  handicap  accessible,  as  per 
State  Law,  which  could  allow  the  legality  of  the  proceedings  to  be  called 
into  question.  Town  Hall's  capacity  is  226  people  and  at  last  year's  School 
Board  meeting  there  were  271  ballots  cast.  Provided  with  a  divider,  the 
proposed  Ccramunity  Center  could  be  used  by  two  different  groups  at  the  same 
time.  Presenting  the  proposal  on  the  school  warrant  would  allow  the  Center 
to  receive  30%  State  Aid,  The  outside  maintenance  of  the  Center  would  be 
handled  by  the  Town;  the  inside  maintenance  vrould  be  handled  by  the  School. 
It  was  also  indicated  at  the  Town  Meeting  last  year  that  the  townspeople  did 
not  want  to  change  the  outside  appearance  of  the  Town  Hall. 

Then  Bob  Anderson  was  introduced  and  presented  the  proposal  for  the  new 
Ccrnmunity  Center.  School  would  continue  while  construction  is  in  progress. 
Bob  illustrated,  with  visual  aids,  as  to  the  layout  of  the  Center  and  the 
renovations  to  the  existing  multi-purpose  roan.  The  new  addition  will 
include  such  things  as  additional  parking  lots,  fire  access  lane  around  the 
building,  Jr.  High  regulation  size  basketball  court,  fold-out  tables  and 
bleachers,  room  divider,  showers,  kitchen,  walk-in  freezer,  2  more 
classrooms  appropriate  space  for  student  services,  ventilation  system, 
carpeting,  replace  electric  heat  and  have  whole  building  changed  over  to  gas 
or  oil,  hot  water  for  the  classrooms  and  additional  toilets,  to  include 
handicap  accessibility. 
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Ihen  the  floor  was  turned  over  to  Mert  Mann  to  discuss  the  financial 
aspects  of  the  whole  plan.  Mert  pointed  out  that  if  the  Article  passed  with 
a  2/3  vote,  that  it  would  be  approved  in  getting  the  architects  to  draw  up 
detailed  specifications  and  then  it  would  go  out  for  bid.  They  would  sell 
the  bond  and  would  probably  go  to  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Bond  Bank  as  we 
would  receive  a  lower  interest  payment.  The  Bond  repayment  schedule  would 
bo  done  over  the  next  20  years  starting  with  the  first  payment  due  in  the 
1988-1989  season.  Mert  Mann  then  turned  the  floor  over  to  Leslie  Hanmond, 
Moderator. 

Leslie  Hammond  opened  the  floor  to  discussion  and  questions. 

A  motion  was  made  by  George  Cushman,  and  seconded,  to  table  Article  1. 
After  a  short  discussion,  this  motion  was  defeated  by  a  majority  vote. 

Leslie  Hammond  brought  the  floor  back  to  questions  on  the  original 
Article.  Discussion  was  not  very  lengthy.  The  consensus  of  public  opinion 
that  the  presentation  was  very  detailed.  Questions  were  concerned  with  the 
use  of  the  building  in  the  evening,  health  hazards  from  the  carpeting  and 
lack  of  ventilation,  raise  in  overall  taxes,  classroom  facility,  spring 
water  runoff,  improvements  and  why  they  should  be  done.  Comments  were  made 
by  several  people  that  we  should  approve  the  addition  now  because  if  we  wait 
until  next  year  or  later,  the  costs  will  probably  rise  too  high. 

Leslie  Hammond,  seeing  no  further  questions  or  discussion,  opened  the 
polls  for  a  ballot  vote  on  Article  1  at  9:20  p.m.  and  are  required  by  law  to 
remain  open  for  an  hour.  After  the  people  voted,  it  was  moved  to  go  on  with 
the  remainder  of  the  Articles. 

ARTICLE  2.  The  motion  made  by  Martha  Hammond,  and  seconded,  that  the 
salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officer  or  agent  of  the  District  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town 
Report  passed. 

ARTICLE  3.  The  motion  made  by  Betty  Ann  Noyes,  and  seconded,  that  the 
report  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers  be  accepted  as  presented 
or  printed  in  the  Town  Report  passed. 

The  motion  made  by  George  Cushman,  and  seconded,  that  the  School  Board 
continue  talks  with  Goffstown  on  Grades  6,  7,  8  feasibility  into  the  new 
Junior  High  School  passed. 

ARTICLE  4.  The  motion  made  by  Steve  Jones,  and  seconded,  that  the 
District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  expend  on 
behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes 
which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  any  source  including  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and/or  United  States  Government  and  to  appropriate 
any  funds  anticipated  from  such  sources  including  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and/or  from  the  United  States  Government  to  the  payment  of  obligations  of 
the  District  for  which  said  funds  constitute  full  reimbursement  provided 
such  grants  and/or  funds  do  not  jeopardize  the  local  control  of  our  school 
system,  in  accordance  with  RSA  198:20-B  passed. 
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The  motion  made  by  Martha  Hammond,  and  seconded,  that  we  take  up 
Article  5  after  the  ballots  are  counted  passed. 

The  motion  made  by  Betty  Ann  Noyes,  and  seconded,  to  proceed  to  Article 
6  while  waiting  for  the  ballots  to  be  counted  passed. 

ARTICLE  6.  A  motion  was  made  by  Betty  Ann  Noyes,  and  seconded,  that 
the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twelve  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Eight  Dollars  and  Thirty-five  Cents  ($12,508.35)  as  a  deficit  appropriation 
to  the  1987-1988  budget  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  unanticipated  expense 
of  the  District.  Betty  Ann  explained  that  the  Deficit  has  not  been  paid. 
The  reason  is  that  the  estimate  tuition  cost  fell  short  of  the  final/actual 
cost.     This  article  passed. 

The  polls  were  closed  at  10:20  p.m.  and  shortly  thereafter  the  ballot 
vote  was  presented. 

Total  No.  of  Votes  =  250 

Yes  Votes  =  175 

No  Votes  =     75 

Article   1  passed  with  a  2/3  majority  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  by  ftert  Mann,  and  secondai,  to  reconsider  the  vote  on 
Article  1.  After  a  short  explanation  that  a  No  vote  would  kill  any 
reconsideration  of  the  Article  at  any  time  and  a  Yes  vote  would  leave  it  to 
be  brought  up  for  discussion  at  any  time  led  the  assembly  to  vote  No  on  this 
motion.  Motion  defeated. 

ARTICLE  5.  A  motion  was  made  by  Martha  Hammond,  and  seconded,  that  the 
District  raise  and  appropriate  One  Million  Two  Hundred  One  Thousand  Seven 
Hundred  Eight  Dollars  ($1,201,708.00)  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  of  School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  and  contractual  obligations  of  the  District. 

Martha  Hanmond  elaborated  on  the  main  increases  of  the  budget. 

1.  Tuition  for  Jr.  High  and  Sr.  High  students  to  Goffstown. 

2.  Teachers  salaries  and  benefits  plus  one  more  grade  teacher  should 
we  require  it. 

3.  Interest  on  the  Bond  Issue. 

4.  Transportation  -  especially  handicapped. 

5.  Building  services  and  extra  custodial  time. 

After  a  short  discussion,  the  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  7.  The  motion  made  by  Steve  Jones,  and  seconded,  to  pass  over 
this  Article  passed. 

ARTICLE  3.   A  motion  v/as  made  by  Betty  Ann  Noyes,  and  seconded,  to 
transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting. 
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Betty  Ann  Noyes  wanted  to  say  thank  you  to  Chairman,  Steve  Jones,  for 
he  has  chosen  not  to  run  for  School  Board  again.  Betty  Ann  presented  him 
with  a  plaque  for  his  service  with  the  School  Board. 

Martha  Hammond  wanted  to  take  a  moment  to  share  her  feelings  on  working 
with  all  the  committees.  She  greatly  appreciated  everything  that  everybody 
did. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Peter  Hecker,  and  seconded,  to  adjourn  the 
meeting.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:55  p.m.

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CONMUNITY/SCHOOL  BUILDING  COVMITTEE  REPORT 


To  adequately  document  the  planning  process  that  has  occurred  since  this 
project  was  approved  would  require  a  voluminous  report  separate  from  this  Town 
Report.   To  offer  a  condensed  version  would  not  only  trivialize  the  project 
but  the  efforts  of  many  townspeople  who  participated  in  the  final  design 
process.   It  is  the  intent  of  the  building  committee  to  compile  all  related 
documents  (i.e.  minutes  of  meetings,  blueprints,  inspection  reports,  architect 
transmittals,  contract  documents)  into  one  comprehensive  package  placed  on 
file  for  public  inspection. 

As  chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  following 
individuals  for  their  valuable  assistance  over  the  preceding  year:  Marty 
Hartmcnd,  Betty  Noyes,  Steve  Jones,  Jody  Warburton,  Bob  Anderson,  Bob  Perry, 
Bill  Zeller,  Fred  Mullen,  Bob  Martel,  and  Leo  Martel.   Their  expertise  in 
various  aspects  of  this  project  has  been  invaluable. 

The  entire  project  remains  virtually  unchanged  from  that  which  was 
presented  at  last  year's  School  District  Meeting.   Three  items,  however, 
should  be  mentioned.   First,  the  motorized  room  divider  has  been  replaced  by  a 
manually  operated  heavy  fabric  curtain.   Second,  the  bleachers  have  been 
eliminated.   Third,  booster  pumps  and  a  radon  aeration  system  are  under 
consideration  for  adequate  water  pressure  and  safety. 

The  construction  schedule  for  the  new  community  room  has  been  pushed  back  4 
-  6  weeks  due  to  delivery  problems  for  the  special  wood  roof  trusses. 
However,  this  should  have  little  impact  on  the  overall  completion  date  of  late 
spr  i  ng. 

While  I  feel  confident  that  the  majority  of  townspeople  will  be  pleased 
with  our  new  community  center,  there  will  always  be  those  who  will  complain. 
To  strive  for  perfection  is  admirable;  to  attain  perfection  almost  impossible, 
to  do  your  best  mandatory.   I  hope  we  have  done  all  three.

The  School  Board's  most  important  message  is  one  of 
appreciation:  for  the  students,  who  continually  show  how 
much  they  have  to  offer:  for  teachers  who  are  both  caring 
and  talented:  for  all  the  volunteers  who  add  so  much  to  cur 
school:  for  an  administration  that  encourages  learning:  and 
for  all  the  residents  and  parents  who  support  these  efforts. 
The  most  significant  aspect  of  school  board  business 
this  past  year  has  been  providing  for  future  space  needs. 
Large  amounts  of  time  and  energy  have  been  devoted  to  the 
construction  at  the  Elementary  School  that  will  serve  the 
whole  Dunbarton  community  as  v;e  1  1  as  students  in  grades  one 
through  six.  Particular  appreciation  is  due  the  members  of 
the  Building  Committee,  Alan  Yeaton  Architect,  and  Guimond 
Construction,  who  are  working  well  together  to  see  that  the 
project  is  the  best  that  it  can  be.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  School  Board  are  v;orking  together  to  establish 
policy  and  procedures  for  the  use  of  the  facility  that  will 
be  satisfactory  to  all.  We  look  forward  with  great 
anticipation  to  seeing  the  building  used  by  the  entire 
community.  Like  everything  else,  the  new  quarters  come  with 
a  price  tag:  almost  half  of  the  increase  in  the  proposed 
school  budget  is  for  the  building,  either  for  added  heat, 
electric,  insurance  and  maintenance  staff  or  in  payments  on 
the  bond. 

Planning  for  future  needs  for  students  in  grades  five 
or  six  through  eight  with  Goffstov;n  has  been  less  rewarding. 
The  Goffstown  School  Board  has  chosen  to  first  seek  approval 
for  a  new  building  to  serve  grades  four  through  eight,  and 
then  to  decide  if  it  will  serve  other  than  Goffstown 
students.  State  law  requires  that  Goffstown  continue  to 
provide  for  Dunbarton  s  seventh  and  eighth  graders.  The 
possibility  of  including  other  grades  in  Goffstown's  middle 
school  is  still  unresolved.  We  expect  it  will  remain  so  at 
least  through  Goffstowns  District  Meeting  this  March,  when 
they  ask  approval  for  a  bond  issue. 

Goffstown's  Junior  and  Senior  High  School's 
accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary 
Schools  was  continued  last  April  for  a  ten  year  period  with 
many  commendations.  Recommendations  for  improvement  result 
primarily  from  space  needs.  A  significant  issue  with  our 
students  in  grades  seven  through  twelve  has  been  Dunbarton's 
tuition  payments  to  Goffstown.  Our  per  student  rate  for 
1987-88  increased  dramatically  over  the  estimate  provided 
during  the  budget  process,  Dunbarton  pays  tuition  on  the 
basis  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  service,  and  the  final 
payment  does  represent  our  share  of  v;hat  was  spent  on  the 
program.   The  administration's  method  of  estimating  the  cost 
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for  budget  purposes  has  been  corrected,  but  the  issue  has 
been  very  frustrating  and  time-consuming. 

On  the  School  Administrative  Unit  #19  level,  a  first 
this  past  year  has  been  a  formal  evaluation  of  the 
Superintendent.  Our  findings  indicate  that  Tim  Gormley  has 
served  us  very  well  in  an  extremely  difficult  position,  and 
the  process  has  provided  specific  direction  for  improvement. 
There  has  been  only  one  change  in  administrative  personnel: 
Business  Administrator  Dennis  Peters  replaced  Nancy  Burgess. 

We  as  a  board  intend  to  evaluate  our  own  performance 
this  year.  We  will  examine  what  the  School  Board  does,  what 
it  should  do,  and  how  we  can  do  it  better. 

As  we  stated  in  our  report  of  1986.  it  is  always  a 
very  difficult  task  for  the  board  to  reach  a  balance  between 
the  needs  of  the  students  and  our  responsibility  to  the 
taxpayers  of  Dunbar  ton.  As  advocates  for  education,  we  have 
a  responsibility  to  equip  our  most  important  resource,  our 
youth,  with  the  skills  they  need  to  be  productive  members  of 
our  society  in  the  next  century.  To  do  so  with  respect  for 
the  resources  of  taxpayers  is  a  very  difficult  challenge 
indeed.  Due  to  the  constraints  placed  on  our  school 
district  by  tuition  establishments  for  high  school  students, 
federal  mandates  for  special  education  students  and  meeting 
specific  personnel  policy  resolutions.  health  hazard 
regulations  and  internal  revenue  service  requirements,  we 
believe  the  time  has  come  for  the  consideration  of  expanded 
sources  of  revenue  to  school  districts  in  our  state,  thus 
relieving  the  property  owner  of  the  close  to  100%  tax  burden 
he  now  supports.  We  invite  your  suggestions,  comments  and 
support  in  this  vital  area  of  fiscal  concern.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERENTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dunbar ton: 

The  1988-89  School  Year  is  a  most  exciting  year  for  both  students  and 
staff  as  tJiey  are  learning  a  lot  about  construction  due  to  the  new 
classroom  addition  and  community  center  being  built  much  to  their  delight. 
Everyone  is  looking  forward  to  the  new  learning  opportunities  this  space 
will  make  possible.  We  are  especially  looking  forward  to  the  new 
opportunities  for  the  adults  of  the  ccmmunity  to  come  to  the  Dunbar ton 
School  and  Community  Center  that  this  new  space  brings.  One  of  the  reasons 
we  find  this  so  exciting  is  that  we  have  learned  through  our  growing  school 
volunteer  program  that  has  qualified  for  a  second  year  for  the  Governor's 
Blue  Ribbon  Award,  that  adults  in  the  school  have  a  very  beneficial  effect. 
It  will  give  more  people  an  opportunity  to  see  how  their  tax  dollars  are 
providing  an  appropriate,  warm,  and  caring  educational  program  through  a 
dedicated  staff  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  Dunbarton. 

It  is  always  difficult  to  determine  which  of  the  many  staff  efforts 
undertaken  in  the  school  in  the  areas  of  curriculum  identification,  review, 
and  development  to  highlight  in  an  annual  report.  This  past  year  has  seen 
significant  work.  Seme  of  the  highlights  are:  the  introduction  of  the 
"Here's  Looking  at  You  2000"  drug  and  alcohol  prevention  program,  the 
revision  of  the  math  curriculum,  and  the  two  (2)  grants  received  to  fund  an 
extended  learning  program.  We  were  all  very  pleased  with  the  induction  of 
five  (5)  Dunbarton  students  into  the  National  Honor  Society  at  the  Goffstown 
Jr/Sr  High  School  this  year.

We  are  halfway  through  the  17th  year  in  the  Dunbarton  Elementary 
School.  The  new  addition  is  well  on  its  way  to  ccrnpletion  and  will  be 
in  use  before  this  school  year  is  over. 

Watching  it  grow  has  been  interesting  for  both  staff  and  students 
as  well  as  for  many  residents  of  Dunbarton  who  have  stopped  to  check  on 
its  progress. 

Scheduling  educational  and  extra  curricular  events,  oractices, 
etc.  has  been  very  difficult  with  current  limited  space.  We  have 
pushed  into  all  nooks  and  crannies  of  the  present  building  and 
overflowed  to  private  homes  on  occasion.  We  eagerly  await  the  day  our 
students  will  have  roan  for  their  services.  That  day  is  just  around 
the  corner. 

The  ability  to  divide  the  "Community  Center"  into  two  rooms  should 
really  help  with  scheduling,  especially  during  basketball  season  next 
winter.  Lunch  tables  ^^?ill  soon  come  out  of  the  wall,  students  will  be 
served  lunch  in  a  regular  serving  line,  sick  children  will  have  a  rocm 
to  lie  down  in,  Special  Education  will  have  a  classroom,  guidance, 
speech,  and  O.T.  will  have  a  private  place  to  work  with  students.  The 
town  is  about  to  have  a  handicapped  accessible  building  with  automatic 
heat  as  well  as  parking  for  all  meetings  and  functions.  Our  school 
library  will  have  space  and  necessary  furniture  for  seating,  teaching 
and  research  for  an  entire  class  of  students. 

Our  volunteer  program  continues  to  be  very  beneficial  to  students. 
The  interest,  caring  and  help  that  volunteers  provide  has  a  special  and 
lasting  effect  on  students.  In  addition  to  helping  with  classroom 
work,  special  projects  and  career  awareness,  volunteers  have  shared 
what  holidays  were  like  when  they  were  children,  they  have  coached  four 
soccer  teams  and  four  basketball  teams  as  well  as  a  championship 
cross-country  running  team.  Three  families  have  also  given  permission 
for  the  cross-country  trail  to  go  through  their  properties  and 
volunteers  cleared  the  trail. 

Our  school  staff  continues  to  grow  and  is  really  like  a  big 
family.  Teachers,  specialists  and  administration  work  well  together 
and  are  almost  like  an  extended  family.  Vfe  knew  the  children,  their 
wants,  needs  and  abilities  and  we  know  how  important  our  job  is  in 
helping  students  to  grow.  What  we  do  and  say  is  being  absorbed  by 
young  minds.  We  must  be  diligent  every  day  and  take  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  to  improve  tomorrow.  Our  staff  has  grown  fron  6  teachers 
and  3  part-time  support  staff  when  this  school  opened  in  September  of 
1972  to  a  Full  time  staff  of  10,  with  10  other  specialists  and  support 
staff.  Students  now  receive  all  the  programs  and  benefits  of  a  city 
school  along  with  the  advantages  of  a  small  school.  Here  we  know  every 
child  by  name  and  also  most  of  their  parents.  It  makes  for  good 
ccranunication  as  well  as  good  relationships.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  Town  of  Dunbarton  was  first  granted  in  1735  by  Governor  Jonathan 
Belcher  as  Gorhamtown.   It  was  regranted  by  Governor  Benning  Wentworth  in  1748 
as  Starktown  after  the  father  of  General  John  Stark.   The  charter  of 
Dunbarton,  named  after  Dumbarton  in  Scotland,  was  signed  by  Governor  Benning 
Wentworth  on  August  10,  1765, 

Dunbarton  is  located  in  Merrimack  County,  bounded  by  Goffstown  to  the 
south.  Weare  to  the  west,  Hopkinton  to  the  north,  Bow  and  Hooksett  to  the 
east. 

From  1765  until  1822  when  the  town  of  Hooksett  was  incorporated,  the 
bounds  of  Dunbarton  went  to  the  Merrimack  River.

DUNBARTON'S  OFFICIAL  SEAL  RELATES  STORY 


All  official  seals  have  their  meanings  but  few  were  designed  to 
tell  a  cxDnplete  story,  as  does  the  seal  of  EXjnbarton. 

For  across  the  face  of  the  seal  sixteen  year  old  Caleb  Stark  canes 
a-galloping  on  horseback,  bound  for  Bunker  Hill  to  join  his  famous 
father.  General  John  Stark, 

In  his  excitement  he  has  apparently  forgotten  sane  articles  of 
clothing,  and  twD  friends  are  chasing  after  him  waving  the  articles 
frantically  in  an  atteirpt  to  catch  his  attention.  No  one  knows  if 
they  were  sucessful. 

What  is  known  is  that  young  Caleb  joined  his  father  in  Boston  on 
that  fateful  night  in  1775,  and  served  with  General  Stark's  Revolutionary 
troops  the  following  day  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill, 

It  was  ten  years  later  that  Caleb  and  his  father  together  built  the 
fine  old  Stark  Mansion  in  EXjnbarton,  as  a  hone  for  Caleb. 


The  seal  was  designed  in  1936  by  Henry  Milbum,  a  former  selectman, 
and  has  been  used  on  town  reports  since  that  time.  It  was  not  until 
March  9,  1965,  at  town  meeting,  however,  that  it  was  officially  adopted 
as  the  town  seal. 
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
